The hcadVof ~a southern power and light utility 
recently made a "little analysis of one economic as- 
pect of socialized electric development. 

He expressed his findings in these words: "The 
government, with one-seventh the capacity of the 
private companies, carries only one-six hundredth of 
the tax load. It would have to pay 25 times as much 
to be on an equal footing with the private companies. 
Stated another way, with 12 per cent of the capacity, 
federal power carries less than one-half of one per 
cent of the tax load." 

Here is more evidence of the uncontestable fact 
that socialized power is subsidized, both directly and 
indirectly, by all of the taxpayers. Today national 
attention is focused on the problem of cutting gov- 
ernment costs. One of the best ways would be to 
net government out of the power business as quick- 
ly as possible — as has been suggested by former 
President Hoover and other statesmen. Until then 
tax all government power the same as private power, 
Why exempt users, or public power from tax pay- 
ment?

"For Wolves to Howl in" 

From Bangor, Maine, to Seattle, Washington, 
people live the same way. They, drive the same 
automobiles, read the same type of newspaper, enjoy 
the same radio and television programs) eat the 
same food, and smoke the same brands of cigarettes. 
Without a system of high volume, low cost trans- 
portation such as provided by the nation's railroads, 
life as we know it in the 3,000,000 square miles of 
the United States would not be possible. 

At the time of the Louisiana Purchase many 
people, including Secretary of State James Madison, 
opposed the United States gaining title to land west 
of the Mississippi, for the reason that "no colony 
beyond the river could exist under the same gov- 
ernment, but would infallibly give birth to a separ- 
ate state."

An untrodden waste for 
wolves to howl in." Who could have dreamed that 
33 states providing homes for 23,000,000 Americans 
would be formed from the land of the Louisiana 
purchase. 

Ths area once considered "unsuitable for exten- 
sive cultivation" is now one of the finest farming 
regions of the nation, producing each year crops 
which return a thousand fold and more the entire 
"purchase price of the territory. And that takes no 
nccount of the tremendous annual production of 
mineral wealth or the output of thousands of manu- 
facturing industries. In the vast area of the Louis- 
iana Purchase,, as in every other- section of our land, 
the story of railroad development is inextricably 
woven with the settling and development of the 



country. By always building ahead of civilization, 
the pioneer railroads made the land accessible and 
therefore suitable for extensive cultivation and, for 
large settlement. And today- the railroads move 
more tons of freight more miles than all other forms ■ 
of transportation combined, and do it at a cost so' 
low that even in these times of inflation the aver- 
age charge for moving a ton one mile is less than'

JACKSON, Mich.— The prisoners 
of Southern - Michigan Prison are 
turning out 200,000 words a day— 
and not In letters home. They arc/* 
writing Action and articles for the 
nation's leading magatlnes and 
getting paid at the rate of about 
|S00 a week for th«ir «fforts. 

Writing baa become,' the out- 
standing spare time activity at the 
Institution. Nearly, a sixth of the 
prison's population is a budding" 
author. 

During 1952 the convicts wrote" 
an estimated 10,000,000 words In 
novels, short stories, poems, jokes, 
and Oilers, and In return they. re- 
celved checks totaling more than 
115,000. 

One prisoner -earned an average- 
of 1250 a month, while others re- 
ceive checks ranging from 00 
cents 'to $800 each. 

The most prolific, write* in the 
prison is 'Steven" Schmiedl, t one. 
armed convict serving life for 
murder. -He writes regularly for 
„ several trade .publications under 
the name of Lew York. 

The prisoners, have formed a 
manuscript, committee and all 
manuscripts are' reviewed by it be- 
fore their submission to publishers. 
Some convicts even have' profes- 
sional literary agents to handle 
their material. 

.Fiction stories' coming out of

THE SCOURGE OF ARMIES . 
by Science Features 

Dysentery has been the scourge 
of fighting men in every war in" 
history. The disease can strike in 
epidemic proportions, especially 
where many men share the sama 
living facilities— as in an army, 
aboard a ship, or in a prison camp. 
It is particularly prevalent in 
Korea. 

Even in countries where rigid 
public .health 'standards are en* 
forced, this disease can be. a prob- 
lem. Some . health authorities es- 
timate that 5 to 10 per cent of all 
Americans are infected with the 
dysentery germs, although all may 
not show the symptoms. 

Dysentery is a term given to dis- 
orders In which there is Inflamma- 
tlon of the bowels with diarrhea, 
Bacillary dysentery, as the name 
implies. Is caused by bacteria, 
while a parasite called an ameba 
causes amebic -dysentery. 

United Nations doctors In Korea 
have had a unique opportunity to 
study thousands of cases of both 
types of dysentery in prisoner of 
war camps, and to report their 
evaluation of the litest treatments. 
Two of their studies covered 1,408 
cases of acute bacillary and 538 
cases of acute amebic dysentery, j 

In the first series four anti- 
biotics were used, with lest re- 
sults reported with terramycin. All 
of the patients treated with It wersj 
pronounced cured seven days after 
treatment began. Against amebic 
dysentery both antibiotics and 
other drugs were used. Again, 
terramycin "proved to be the moot 
elective of the antibiotics." 

Knowledge gained by these testa 
with PW's helps doctors In the 
selection and application of the 
most effective treatment to easel 
o£ both types of dysentery, . .,— .
